William M. Singeriy is its 
president, and Isaac Cooper, vice 
president. The bank was started in 
188r on a capital of 1300,000, with 
Robert E. Patterson as president. 
When the latter took his seat as 
governor of Pennsylvania in 1891, 
Mr. Singeriy succeeded him as pres- 
ident of the bank. No statement of 
the bank's liabilities could be oh- 
tained this morning. 


The Chestnut Street Trust and 


Savings Fund company, the officers 
of which ore identical with those of 
the bank, and the offices being 
located in the same building, was 
also closed for business today, but 
to what extent the trust company is 
involved in Ijhe hank's affairs has 
not yet been announced. The last 
report of the condition of the Chest- 
nut street National bank, made on 
October 5, 1897, was :

The 
bank was also a depository of the 
national government, but the gov- 
ernment is fully protected against 
loss by holding -9100,000 United
